125,000 Attend on Tuesday; 
Secretary Wallace Speaks 
On Rural Problems.

20— Pennsyl­ 
vania’s future farm ers played to a 
packed house Tuesday evening at 
th e farm show building. 
The highlights of the farm show’s 
second day occurred at noon when 
United States Secretary of Agri­ 
culture Henry A. Wallace appeared 
in the arena of the huge building 
to rem ind farm ers that by assisting 
their less fortunate fellow farm ers 
they will better their own situation.

Madrid, Jan. 20 (AP i . - Govern­ 
ment militiamen retrealr>d Tuesday 
night after recapturing the strategic 
hill top of El Cerro de Los Angeles 
in a surprise action. 
They evacuated their hard-won 
possession for another position which 
their officers said would be less a 
target for enemy artillery. 
Despite the retreat, socialists said 
they had achieved their objective, as 
"the main object of the surprise a t­ 
tack was to demoralize the rebels 
< fascists) in that sector.”

I mounting to the hilltop from which 
tne town takes its name. 
The defense junta had claimed 
capture of the whole town, the geo­ 
graphical center of Spain eight and 
one-half miles south of Madr id, call­ 
ing it “one of the most important op­ 
erations thus far carried out by the 
government forces.” 
More than 200 fascist prisoners 
were taken to the war ministry for 
questioning. 
Officials 
said 
they 
seized one cannon, twelve machine 
guns, two mortars and ammunition. 
One report declared the govern­ 
ment fighters captured 300 rifles in 
the action. 


As militiamen stormed the hah, 
they took advantage of numerous 
subterranean passages which gov­ 
ernment workmen dug at the start 
of the civil struggle when Madrid's 
fortifications were being prepared. 
Once they gained the top, they 


hoisted the flag of the republic and 
renamed the hill “Cerro Rojo”—Red 
Hill. Then they retreated.

2 MEN QUIZZED 
IN OPERA DEATH 


Pair Admit Having Peen at 
Banquet 
Resulting’ 
in 
Cicero Murder. 


New York, Jan. 
20 
<AP).—In 
evening dress, two men with whom 
the authorities wanted to talk about 
the 
strangest 
Manhattan 
melo­ 
drama In many a day—the opera 
house 
killing 
of Frank Cicero— 
walked into a police station house 
Tuesday to tell their story. 
The investigation thus proceeded 
faithful to the air of fictional un­ 
reality that characterized the killing 
itself— a stabbing Sunday night 
amid a gay banquet atmosphere be­ 
fore nearly 700 potential witnesses. 
The men, listed by authorities as 
Gabriel Klahr and Joseph Berger, 
denied, through counsel, guilt in the 
stabbing of Cicero. 
Police Not Communicative 
The police, not communicative in 
the face of the kind of mystery 
usually found between the bright 
covers of a book rather than on a 
down-to-earth criminal docket, had 
little to say as to why they wanted 
to question Klahr and Berger. 
__ 
They had been sought, however, 
along with Klahr's brother. Harry, 
since the ballroom brawl that left 
Cicero dead before the startled din­ 
ers knew what had happened. 
Why they were still in evening 
dress was another of the mysteries 
about the crime. 
Their attorney, Jerome Rosenhaus, 
when asked why neither had ap­ 
peared at his place of business since 
Sunday, replied: 
"They had their own good rea­ 
sons.” 


Klahr and Berger were at the 
banquet all right, he added, but they 
deny participating in any way m 
the stabbing. 
Both, he explained, were investi­ 
gators for the board of a cloak­ 
m aker’ and dressmakers’ union. 
Occurred At Banquet 
The killing occurred at a banquet 
held by the Affiliated Ladies’ Ap­ 
parel Carriers’ association and the 
Garment 
Truckmen’s 
Benevolent 
association. 
Victim 
Cicero, 
of 
Stamford, Connecticut, was a truck­ 
ing executive. 
There was the flash of a knife just 
as Grover Whalen, a former New 
York police commissioner, began to 
speak. 
The most commonly accepted re­
